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Q. © N Luke 22. 44. we read, his fweat was, as 
it were, great drops of blood. ‘Since theree 
fore St. Luke reprefents our Lord’s Sweat, 
wiile in an AZINY, by a Particle of Similt- 
tude. how comes o¢ to pals, that his Paffion is cal'd 
a Bjoody Paffion, 22 sno. vss Sweat were Real Blood, 
and ~iot ouly Like to Hlosd, 

a. Since St. hubs makes ule of an Adverb of Si- 
milicude, we carrot peti vel, conciude, that our 
Saviour’s Sweat was any c:aer than a thick, vil- 
cous matter, bearing a near affinity to Drops of 
Blood. Bur, yer the forefaid Particle may refer 
only to the ((ual manner of fo Extraordinary a 
Swear, and may denote, that ir was compos‘d of 
Drops of Blood, like thofe Drops, which fall 
from the Nole, a cut Fingers, or other cuftomary 
places. 

Dr. Woithy produces inftanees, out of Arifotle 
and Diodorus Siculus, of Verfons, that have been 
afflicted with a Bloody Sweat. Why then fhoud 
ic be thought a thiag Incredib!e, that our Redee- 
mer fhou’d be afflicted with the fame, when he 
bore Cur Griefs and carried our Sorrows, was 
Smitten of God and Afflicted ; when it pleafed the 
Lord ro Bruife him, and put him to Grief ; when 
he trod the Vine-prels of ,his Father’s.Fury, and the 
Chaftifemenc of Oue Peace was upon him ; when 
God caft upon him the furioufnels of his Anger, 
made his whole Difpleafure to Arife, and vex'd 
him with ail his Storms. Can we demur to the 
Probabiliry of a Bloody Swear, when we hear him 
crying out inthe Bitternefs of his Soul; Father, if 
thou be willing, remove this cup from me. 

Burt if this Sweat were no more than Like ro 
Blood, it may yet not abfurdly be ftil’d, as it is 
in our excellent Lirany, a Bloody Sweat ; on the 
account of its Near Similitude, by a figurative way 
of Speech familiar to al} Authors, 

Q. Sirs, In St. Luke Chap. 1. Ver.°20th. And 
behold, thou thalt be dumb and not able ro Speak, un- 
ul the day that thefe things fhall be performed, be- 
caufe thou believeft nor my words, €3c. And 34th. 
Then faid Mary unto the Angel, bow fhall thefe 
things be, feeing I know nor aMan. I would de- 
fire to know, whether it may not be called partialivy, 
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feeing fhe was not punifh'd for her Unbelief as Za- 


chariah was. Your Humble Servant, J. Lin. 

4. The following Confiderations will clear the 
Divine Juftice from the Objection, you deduce 
from a Comparifon of thofe two Paflages in St. 
Luke. 

1. No Man, how feverely foever he be Punith’d. 
if ftill bis Punifhment Exceed not his Demerits, 
can have any reaion to complain of God for his 
Lenity to others, inafmuch as it is God's Unquefti- 
onable Prerogative to grant Indemnity, to whom 
he pleafes, to Iffue out his A&s of Grace, with 
what Limitations and Exceptions his Wifdom 
fhall think Proper co Prefcribe.

Who fhall lay any 
thing to the charge of God, while {peaking by 
the Mouth of his Apoftle; I wil have Mercy, on 
wiom T will have Mercy. 

2. You woud do well to confider, that this 
prefent Life is a State, not of Retribution, but 
Probation only. And therefore what does it avail, 
tho’ Punithment be not now fo Accurately inflicted, 
fince the time will come, when all accounts fhall 
be made even, all Inequalities juftly Ballanc’d, 
and every Man rewarded according to his Works. 

3. Tho’ Zachariah’s Infideliry might deferye the 
Punifhment inflicted, yet God might perhaps have 
Spard him, bur rhat he intended thereby to Bla- 
zon the Bepriit’s Birth, to make it appear the more 
Wonderful and Extraordinary. So that the Fa- 
thers Pumfiment was Ballanc’d with the advantage 
accruing to the Son. 

4. The Difference of the Perfons makes no {mall 
Diftinction in the nature of the Crimes, The one 
was a Young, Unexperienc’d Maid ; the other a 
Grave Old Prieft,from whofe Lips She was to feek 
Knowledg. 

5. Aachariah’s Fault, in Doubting, whether 
God were able to raife hint up a Child, when both 
He and his Wite were well Stricken in Years, was 
the more Jnexcufable, in that he was well ac- 
quainted, how God had given a Sonto a more

Sarab’s Womb, But Mary cou'd find no Prefident 
in the Sacred Records of any Woman, that con 
ceiv'd without the Knowledg of a Man. 

6. Tho’ Mary fays, bow can this be, feeing I know 
not a Man, the words-may be fairly fo expounded, 
as to exclude all manner of Infidelity or Doubring.

2. Tho’ in the preceeding words fhe is inform'd 
of aStcange, of a Wonderful Conception ; a Con- 
ception Unheard. of ftom the very Creation. of 
the World, fhe yet receives the Information, not 
with Doubrfulnefs, bur Thankfulnefs ; bebold the 
Handmaid of the Lord ; be it unto me according to 
thy word. 

3. We are Actually told in a fucceeding Verfe, 
that Mary was not Faithle/s, but Believing. For at 
Ver. 45. her Coufin Elizabeth gives her this excel- 
Tent report ; bleffed is She, that Believed : for thoft 
fhall be a performance of thofe things, which were 
told her from the Lord. 

Q. Is it poffible for a Perfon to have fo delicate a 
Palate, as to diftinguifl Compounds by the Taft ?

fons we lay with. And if fuch a treacherous 
mode of Speech were to become a_ fafhionable 
Practice, all Converiation wou'd {oon be at an 
end, while. no one cowd depend upon ano. 
ther. 

Q. If a Body was to be created at a very immenfe 
Niftance, and your Eye direGed tothe fame Obj ed, 
whether you. would fee it at the fame Inftant of its 
Creation, or fome time after.

that the Preparations for a Vigorous Campaign 
are carried on with all imaginable Application, not. 
withftanding the Negociations of Peace in Holland, 
and the Advices they receiv'd from Paris, which like. 
wile give an account, that the French King 1s reduc’d 
to fich extremities that he muft be oblig’d to fubmit 
to all the demands of the Allies ; That His Royaf 
Highnefs has contracted with fome Merchants, who are 
immediately ato deliver 600 Horfes for the fervice of 
the Artillery, and others have engag’d to turnifh the 
Oxen and Mules requir’d for the fame fervice ; that 
the Troops of his Highnefs are a€tually compleat, and 
by the Preparations that are making it appears, that 
the Duke of Savoy futends to penetrate inro Dauphine 
the next Campaign. Tine Advices from Berlin May 
4th are, that the Pruflian Troops Jately pur into the 


fervice of the Queen of Great Britain, had received 
Orders to pafs the Maeze the 5th Inftant; but at the 
defire of the Duke of Marlborough they are not to 
March over that River till the 13th. That General 
Arnheim fet out fome days ago for Turin, being ap- 
pointed to command the Pruffian Troops in thatCoun- 
tiy, ashe did laft Year: That the Letters trom Drefder 
advife, chat they continue their Preparations tor the 
Reception of the King of Denmark, which will be 
very {plendid ; that there is calk of a Detenfive Alli- 
ance between his Majefty and King Augultus, and that 
tis faid the King of Denmark is to come into the fame. 
Tis advis’d from the Hague, that the States Deputies 
continue to review their Troops in Flanders, with 
which they are fo well pleafed, that they have figni- 
fy’d to their High Mightineffes that no Troogs in the 
World ever made a better Appearance; that they are 
in a readinefS to take the Field, and will at firft form 
two Camps, one near Bruffels, and the other near De. 
infe on the Lys, which will joynatterwards about Hel- 
chin, between that River and the Scheld; That the 
States have declared they will not appoint any Depu- 
ties to confer with the Marquis de Torcy, till tney 
know the Sentiments of the Queen of Great Britain. 
That the Auxiliary Troops of Pruflia and Saxony are 
to be at Vilvord rhe 18th. and that orders are given 
for their fubfiltance on the Road from the Maeze to 
Bruffels. The Advices from Lisbon are, that trom the 
Camp near Elvas April 22d. °Tis advis’d, that the 
Rains, which kept them fo many daysabout Eftremos, 
being over, they decamp’d from thence, and arrivd 
that day atthat Camp, where they are ro continue till 
the 24¢h Inftant, when they wili march into Spain 
with 74 Batalions and 14 Regiments of Horie; That 
the Enc.ites have receiv’d fome Reintorcements, but 
being fill inferior to them, are encamp’d near Pada- 
jox, within three Leagues of their Camp, and ’tis 
thought they will retire upon their approach. Which 
is all from yours, ¢e.
